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SCENE OF LORD ROBERTS’S OPERATIONS 
AT KIMBERLEY AND JACOBSDAL. 


Schooled in the vast continent which gave 
Wellington his first lesson in War, Frederick 
Sleigh Roberts fought his way up by sheer 
merit (which there is fair reason to hope, 
from Mr. Wyndham's sensible speeches іп 
the House of Commons, will in a measure 
displace the gross class favouritism which has 
thrown a blight over our Army in the past).

(escaping from Ladysmith in the nick of time) 
worried the Boers round Colesberg by incessant 
cavalry charges ; and, maintaining that secrecy so 
supremely essential in war (yet so unaccountably 
neglected by Lord Lansdowne), moved with such 
celerity to the Modder River that he was enabled 
to effect the relief of Kimberley before many 
were aware that he had left Colesberg. Rightly 
did the Queen signalise her appreciation of his 
gallantry and smartness by promptly raising him 
to the rank of Major-General, for it is but just 
that such notable services should be liberally 
and swiftly, rather than tardily, recognised and 
rewarded. 


Lord Roberts’s Address to the Troops 
at Modder River. 


A P.I.P. Artist realises the inspiring scene 
at Modder Camp on Feb. 10,. when Lord 
Roberts received such a hearty welcome from 
the battalions of the Highland Brigade, fresh 
back from their westward expedition to Koo- 
doosberg, under * Fighting Мас” — General 
Hector MacDonald. The Commander-in-Chief 
addressed a brief speech to each battalion. He 
referred (according to Laffan) to his past associa- 
tions with their regiments in India, where, he 
said, they helped to make him. ; 
Lord Roberts said he had never campaigned 
without Highlanders, and he would not like to 
be without them now. He was glad General 
MacDonald had reported well of them. He 
recalled how the Seaforths once made a long and 
arduous march with him. -They would have а 
shorter one now, he said, but it would not be 
a ** walk-over.”’ Nevertheless, he did not doubt 
that it would be a successful one. 

The brigade gave three cheers for the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and another for Lady Roberts. 
Lord Roberts, acknowledging the compliment, 
said that Lady Roberts was doing for them at 
home what was, perhaps, better work than his, 
by helping the welfare of their wives and 


families. - : 


Lord Roberts's Own Despatches 


first informed the public of his successful

General French left this at 11.30 yesterday 
morning with three brigades Cavalry, Horse 
Artillery, and Mounted Infantry, including 
several Colonial contingents, in order to seize 
crossing of Modder, distant about twenty-five 
miles. Не reports at 5.35 p.m. that he had 
forced a passage at Klip Drift, and had occupied 
the hills on north of the river, capturing three 
of the enemy's laagers, with supplies, while 
Gordon, 15th Hussars, with his brigade, who 
had made a feint on Rondeval Drift four miles 
west, had seized it and a second drift between it 
and Klip and two more laagers. French’s per- 
formance is briliant, considering the excessive 
hent and blinding dust storm which raged during 
latter part of the day. Owing to the rapidity of 
his movements, French met with but slight 
opposition, and his losses are small, Lieutenant 
Johnson, Inniskilling Dragoons, being the only 
officer reported severely wounded. Sixth Division 
was last night on the north bank of the Riet, at 
Waterval Drift, and is moving to support the 
cavalry. Seventh Division is here, and goes on 
this afternoon. Four officers, fifty-three men, 
had to be sent last evening in return on wagons 
to the line of railway, prostrate with heat 
exhaustion.

The entire town 
had met French in the outskirts, and joined 
in the triumphal procession through the roads 
and streets. Every road to Kimberley is now 
open. Mr. Cecil Rhodes was in excellent spirits. 

The Daily Telegraph Correspondent says: 
French, with 8000 cavalry and mounted infantry, 
and seventy-six guns, came in view of Kimberley 
at 2.30 p.m. on the Thursday, and had entered 
at 5.25. The Correspondent claims that he was 
the first to get into the town. 

The Correspondent of the Telegraph who was 
locked up in the beleaguered town, sent word : 
General French entered Kimberley practically 
unopposed. The Boers shelled the town within 
a few hours of the arrival of the relief force, 
doing much damage to property. Our total 
casu..ties were five killed and twelve wounded.

The Standard and Diggers’ News (a, Boer organ) 
reported on Feb. 17 а brilliant Boer victory at 
Colesberg, at which the Victoria Rifles were cut 
up, and the Guards routed. Major Eddy was 
killed, and nineteen British prisoners were 
taken. There were a hundred and fifty other 
casualties. 

A later report said 10,000 Boers had left Coles- 
berg district to defend the Orange Free State. 


Boer Reports from Mafeking. 

The Diggers’ News also reports from Mafeking 
that the British heavily bombarded the Boer 
forts on Tuesday. 

Colonel Plumer, with the relief column, was 
driven back from Fort Ramontsa, the British 
loss being six killed and four wounded. 


Night Bayonet Charge by Brabant’s 
~ Men: Laager and Stores Captured. 


Lord Roberts wired to the Secretary of State 
for War on Feb. 18 from Jacobsdal— 


Brabant wires from Bird River, 17th, that he 
attacked Boer .position previous day. Не 
gradually closed in on laager during day, 
fizhting lasting from nine a.m. till dusk. 

At midnight Captain Flanagan, Ist Brabant's 
Horse, attackéd and took laager at point of 
bayonet, capturing stores. Enemy has now 
taken up position on heights near Dordrecht, 
where they have a Krupp gun. Our casualties 
are slight, seven killed and eight wounded. 
Dordrecht has been occupied by our troops, 
the Boers having retired during Sunday 
night. (General Brabant has received warm 
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tion of Dordrecht.)

Buller Drives the Boers Across the 
Tugela. 


General Sir Redvers Buller cabled from 
Chieveley Camp last Monday— 

I yesterday moved round the enemy’s fiank. The Queen's 
who had bivouacked on the northern slope of Angolo, 
crossed the nek, and supported by the rest of the 2nd 
Brigade, under General Hildyard, assaulted and took the 
southern end of Monte Cristo—the 4th Brigade, on the left 
slope, the western. 

The Royal Welsh Fusiliers, supported by the rest of the 
6th Brigade, assailed the eastern flank of the enemy’s posi- 
tion, while the 2nd Brigade of Cavalry, on the extreme 
right, watched the eastern slopes of Monte Cristo and drove 
back those of the enemy who went there to escape from our 
artillery fire. 

Assaulted by a heavy artillery fire on their front and 
flank, and attacked on their flank and rear, the enemy 
mude but slight resistance, and abandoning their strong 
position, were driven across the Tugela. 

I have taken several camps and wagon-load of ammu- 
nition, and several of stores and supplies, and a few 
prisoners. ; 

The weather has been intensely hot, and the ground 
traversed exceedingly difficult, the energy and dash of 
the troops have been pleasaut to see, and all have 
done well. 

The work of the Irregular C. valry, the Queen's, the Scots 
Fusiliers, and the Rifle Brigade, was perhaps most notice- 
able, while the exeellent practice of the artillery and the 
naval guns, and the steadiness of the gunners under, at 
times, а very accurate fire, was remarkable. 

The accurate fire of the naval guns from Chieveley was of 
great assistance. 

Our casualties are not, I think, heavy. 

A Laffan telegram from Chieveley Camp states 
that General Buller's force had been fighting 
actively since Feb. 14. 

On that day the Irregular Cavalry took 
possession of Hussar Hill. One force held the 
ground as far as the Weenen Road, and another 
was extended over the Blaauwkranz Valley. 
The Boers tried to .regain the hill from the 
Irregular Cavalry, but by eight in the morning 
they had been repulsed. Then the infantry 
arrived. 

The troops rested throughout the 15th. Оп 
the 16th the advance was recommenced, and a 
position was occupied about a thousand yards 
further on. 

On the l7th.the attack on the Monte Cristo 
and Cingola positions was commenced. -Our 
right wing swept the enemy off the Cingola 
in spite of the shell-fire from the Boer guns on 
the northern hill. Our men then bivouacked on 
the crossing of the Nek.

The Morning Posts indefatigable Special War 
Correspondent, Mr. Winston Churchill, states 
that in the fighting on Vaal Krantz a Maxim- 
Vickers gun was abandoned by the enemy in a 
donga, and it was about to fall into our hands 
when the fearless Viljoen himself brought back 
a team of horses and escaped with the gun, 
threading his way between the red flashes and 
black clouds of the lyddite shells which the 
British artillery had concentrated. It was a 
splendid feat of arms. 


Brave Boers Beaten by Braver Britons 
at Ladysmith. 


The Standard’s Special within Ladysmith has 
sent home a vivid description of the general 
attack made by the Boer besiegers on Lady- 
smith on Saturday, Jan. 6, and beaten back by 
Sir George White’s valiant troops. We quote 
the passage respecting the scene illustrated in 
one of the centre pages of the P.I. P.— 

But Fate was holding the shears over the thread of this 
heroie life. An hour or two afterwards, when we had, at 
great sacrifice, reconquered the western limit of the hill, 
Lieutenant Digby-Jones was in the gun-emplacement with 
Major Miller-Wallnutt and one or two men. Тһе enemy 
had been driven back, yet maintained a searching fire, and, 
having received strong reinforcements, was preparing for 
another advance. Suddenly three or four great dark 
shadows were cast'over the parapet, in which there were no 
loop-holes. Von Wyk, leader of the Harrismith com- 
mando; Field-Cornet de Villiers, and another brave Boer 
were making their last desperate charge. Major 
Miller - Wallnutt shot his man, and fell himself from 
a bullet aimed at the back of his head. A corpora] 
of the Sappers slew de Villiers, whose bandolier was 
almost filled with explosive bullets. Lieutenant Digby- 
Jones, running out of the әкені shot the Com- 
mandant von Wyk before he himself ended a short, yet 
heroic, career with a Mauser bullet through the throat. 
His young and brave comrade, Lieutenant Dennis, R.E., 
fell soon afterwards while going to the aid of the 
wounded. 


“ The Beginning of the End.’’' 


According to a Daily Telegraph message from 
Cape Town, the belief is entertained that the 
backbone of the Boer resistance has been broken. 
It is conjectured that Mr. Kruger, who is a 
timorous man, and at the time of the Jameson 
Raid kept a saddled horse at his door for over 
twenty-four hours, will recall Joubert to defend 
Pretoria. It is expected that the Free State 
burghers will return to their homes and villages, 
assured by Lord Roberts's proclamation that they 
will stand in no danger of molestation, and their 
anxiety will now be to save their farms. Тһе 
Cape Times correspondent says there may be 
some skirmishing, perhaps one battle, but the 
beginning of the end is near. Тһе whole section 
of country round Jacobsdal is clear, and the 
Boers are in full retreat towards Bloemfontein. 
They never did, and never will, meet us in the 
open.

The Lord Mayor has 
received the following 
telegram from Lord 
Roberts: “ Jacobsdal, 
Feb. 16 (1.15 p.m.). The 
City of London Imperial 
Volunteers came under fire 
for the first time yesterday 
under Colonel Cholmondeley 
at Jacobsdal, and behaved 
most gallantly.” The 
Chronicle correspondent 
sends further testimony to 
the value of the services 
rendered by tbe City 
Volunteers. On Thursday, 
after we had evacuated 
Jacobsdal (says the corre- 
spondent), so that the Sixth 
Division might move on 
for more important work 
elsewhere, the enemy re- 
occupied the place. The 
Fifteenth Brigade attacked them, consisting of the N. 
Staffords, Cheshires, E. Lancs., S.W. Borderers, and the 
C.I.V. The London Volunteers showed the pluck and 
steadiness under fire of fire-hardened veterans. In fact, 
their splendid behaviour in action once and for all silenced 
the “ pooh-pooh spirit of polite toleration in which the 
Volunteer force has often been treated by the authorities 
at home. The Staffords on the right charged with the 
bayonet, but the enemy did not procrastinate. The sight of 
cold steel was enough. They fled, and the whole line was 
carried, and Jacobsdal was captured in three hours. Тһе 
Staffords and the London Volunteers were the first to 
enter the town, followed by the Borderers. Colonel 
Cholmondeley, commanding the mounted infantry detach- 
ment of Volunteers, Who was exposed to a heavy fire, had 
his horse killed.

On Early Peas. 


ARLY vegetables are, of course, the most profitable; 
consequently anyone wishing to make the garden 
pay its way is constantly on the look out for edible 

roducts likely to mature early. and thus be ready 
or sale before others of their kind. "There are very 
many varieties of early ` 
peas, but one of the best 
is undoubtedly the Little 
Marvel, a dwarf marrow- 
fat of excellent type. 
Possessing most of the 
good properties of many 
popular varieties, it claims 
superiority in several im- 
portant points, notably in 
the profuse bearing of 
pods, which are, by the 
way, produced uniformly 
in irs. The pods are 
dark in colour, and much 
broader than most dwarfs, 
the height of the plant 
being but fifteen inches. 
In flavour the реа is 
delicious; and planted in 
February or March— 
always providing that the 
ground is in a fit state—a 
dish may be quee early 
in May or June. This 
variety I have proved to 
be all that is claimed by 
its grower, and as I am 
laying out part of my 
rden as а trial ground, 
hope to be able to give 
other varieties now under 
test a character quite 
equal to that of the Little 
Marvel. 

Game-Birds. 

The different varieties 
of game-fowls are always 
popular, their beauty and 
courage winning for them 
hosts of admirers. There are also many old followers of cock- 
fighting who have a strong affection for the various breeds, 
and in memory of the past still keep game-fowls, though, 
happily, they are no longer permitted to fight them. It is 
to be noted that a great change has come over the type 
of game - fowls, and old breeders strongly condemn 
the modern birds.
